PUBLIC  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
County  Borough  of  Stoke-on-Trent. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  following  report  for  the 
year  1921  :  — 

The  estimated  population  at  the  middle  of  the  year,  based  on  the 
Census  was  245,600. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  29.0  compared  with  30.9  for  1920.  In 
1906  the  Rate  was  35.2;  in  1914,  31.6;  1915,  26.9;  1916,  23.9; 
1917,  20.8;  in  1918,  22.3;  and  in  1919  22.5. 

The  Death  Rate  was  14.8.  The  Rate  for  the  96  Large  Towns 
was  12.3  or  2.5  lower  than  that  for  the  County  Borough.  The  excess 
of  births  over  deaths  was  3,485. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  134  per  1,000  births, 
compared  to  98  in  1920,  and  111  in  1919.  In  1920  the  rate  was 
the  lowest  ever  recorded.  In  the  96  Large  Towns  of  England  and 
Wales  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  1921  was  87.  This  year 
the  rate  for  the  County  Borough  is  the  highest  recorded  in  any 
large  town  in  the  country.  It  is  due  to  the  excessive  number  of 
deaths  from  Epidemic  Diarrhoea  which  occurred  in  the  third  quarter 
of  the  year.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  year  was  remarkable 
for  the  long,  hot,  dry  summer  and  autumn,  and  though  the  Infantile 
Death  Rate  did  not  rise  to  the  same  height  as  it  did  in  1911  it  is 
evident  that  no  efforts  in  the  campaign  against  Infantile  Mortality 
can  yet  be  relaxed. 

The  scheme  for  the  abolition  of  cesspit  closets  in  the  Borough 
is  now  in  full  operation  and  satisfactory  progress  is  being  made; 
in  two  years  time  few  of  these  insanitary  conveniences  should  be  in 
existence  in  the  Federated  area,  though  the  large  number  in  the 
recently  added  areas  will  still  have  to  be  dealt  with.  A  complete 
scheme  has  been  formulated  for  the  satisfactory  disposal  of  the 
whole  of  the  ashpit  and  ashbin  refuse  in  the  area.  It  is  desirable 
that  it  should  be  carried  out  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  occurrence  of  Enteric 
Fever  during  the  year.  Though  there  were  only  27  cases  it  was  a 
larger  number  than  had  been  notified  for  several  years.  It  is  a 
disease  which  should  be  entirely  eliminated  in  a  few  more  years. 
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The  provision  of  a  Maternity  Hospital  for  the  Borough  has  been 
postponed  apparently  for  some  years — the  need  of  one  is  as  urgent 
as  it  is  possible  to  be. 

The  Housing  problem  has  attracted  the  earnest  attention  of  the 
Health  Committee  and  Council  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
houses  required  is  still  as  great  as  ever,  and  unhealthy  areas  call  as 
loudly  as  ever  for  drastic  treatment.  It  is  not  yet  possible  to  close 
a  single  house  as  unfit  for  habitation,  and  it  is  extremely  difficult  to 
remedy  overcrowding.  Of  1,000  houses  recently  examined,  it  was 
found  that  no  less  than  307  were  occupied  by  more  than  two  families. 

I  regret  to  record  the  deaths  during  the  year  of  two  of  the 
oldest  members  of  the  staff  of  our  Department,  viz.  :  Mr.  William 
Martin  and  Mr.  Arthur  Salt.  Both  these  officers  were  taken  over  at 
Federation  of  the  towns  and  the  Corporation  has  sustained  the  loss 
of  two  valuable  servants. 

I  have  again  much  pleasure  in  recording  my  appreciation  of 
the  efficient  and  willing  co-operation  of  the  whole  staff  of  the  Health 
Department.

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POPULATION.

The  Registrar  General  in  a  Circular  letter 
states  that  as  a  large  number  of  people  were  on  holiday  at  the  time 
the  Census  was  taken  the  figures  have  been  corrected  accordingly. 
He  gives  the  corrected  population  for  Stoke-on-Trent  to  the  middle 
of  1921  as  245,600,  an  increase  of  5,164  over  the  Census  figure.

The  estimated  population  as  given  by  the  Registrar  General 
and  based  on  the  Census  figures  of  1921  is  3,252  less  than  the 
estimated  population  of  1920. 

The  figure  245,600  is  used  for  the  calculation  of  both  the 
death  rate  and  the  birth  rate. 

The  increase  of  population  in  1901  over  1891  was  1  5  per  cent., 
in  1 91  1  over  1901,  9  per  cent.,  and  in  1921  over  1911  was  3  per 
cent.,  the  average  increase  throughout  the  country  was  about  5 
per  cent. 

The  distribution  of  the  population  over  the  whole  area  at  the 
time  of  the  1901  Census  averaged  18.6  persons  per  acre,  during 
the  year  1911,  21.0  persons  per  acre,  and  in  1921  22.0  persons 
per  acre.

INHABITED  HOUSES. 

At  the  time  of  the  Census  in  1901  there  were  in  the  County 
Borough  41,028  inhabited  houses,  and  at  the  Census  of  1 9 1  1  there 
were  46,906  inhabited  houses.  The  figures  for  the  Census  of  1921 
are  not  yet  available.  The  proportion  of  population  to  houses  was, 
at  the  Census  of  1901,  5.2  persons  per  house,  and  in  19 1  1,  5.0 
persons  per  house.  There  are  practically  no  empty  houses  in  the 
Borough. 

During  the  year  1921,  54  new  dwelling  houses  were  certified 
for  habitation  in  the  County  Borough.  46  of  these  were  built 
by  the  Corporation  and  8  by  private  owners.  In  1920  the  number 
was  none,  in  1919  one,  in  1918  3,  in  1917  3,  in  1916  20,  in 
1915  33,  in  1914  90,  in  1913  173,  in  1912  158,  in  1911  190, 
and  in  1910  the  number  was  322.

BIRTHS. 


There  were  7,132  births  registered  in  the  County  Borough  of 
Stoke-on-Trent  in  1921,  giving  a  birth  rate  of  29.0  per  1,000. 

The  rate  for  the  96  great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  was 
23.3  per  1,000,  and  for  England  and  Wales  22.4. 

The  rate  is  1.9  lower  than  in  1920.  The  birth  rate  in  the 
County  Borough,  in  1906  was  35.2,  1907 — 33.5,  1908 — 34.5,  1909— 
33.1,  1 9 1  o  33*5?  i9ii—3i-3,  1912—31.2,  1913— 31.9,  1914—31.6, 
1915 — 26.9,  1916 — 23.9,  1917 — 20.8,  1918 — 22.3,  1919— 22.5,  1920 — < 
30.9  and  1921 — 29.0. 

In  1876  the  birth  rate  in  this  country  attained  the  highest 
point  on  record,  viz.: — 36.3  per  1,000  living.  Since  that  date 
the  rate  has,  with  few  exceptions,  fallen  year  by  year. 

The  ratio  of  births  of  males  to  births  of  females  during  the 
year  was  1,081  to  1,000.  For  the  year  1920  the  ratio  was  1,038 
males  to  1,000  females;  1919,  1,071  to  1,000;  1918,  1,019  to 
1,000;  1917,  1034  to  1,000;  1916,  1,055  to  i,°oo;  1915,  1,007 
to  1,000;  1914,  1,018  to  1,000;  1913,  1,018  to  1,000,  and  for 

the  year  1912,  1,067  to  1,000;  1911  it  was  1,003  to  1,000.  In  the 
years  1865-1917  the  ratio  in  England  and  Wales  has  varied  from 
1,032  per  1,000  to  1,054  per  1,000.

The  natural  increase  of  population,  that  is,  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  was  3,485.  The  previous  year  it  was  4,507,  a 
difference  of  1,022  lives.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
the  number  of  births  registered  was  580  less  than  in  1920,  while 
the  number  of  deaths  was  442  more. 

ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS. 

Of  the  total  births,  338  or  4.7  per  cent,  were  illegitimate. 
The  rate  for  1920  was  4.8.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births 
in  England  and  Wales  is  6.05  for  the  year  1919.  The  Illegitimate 
Birth  Rate  per  1,000  of  population  was  1.3  in  Stoke-on-Trent  as 
compared  with  1.1  in  England  and  Wales  for  the  year  1919. 

Of  the  338  illegitimate  births  175  were  males  and  163  females.

Under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  which  was  brought  into 
force  in  the  County  Borough  under  the  Federation  Act,  all  still 
births  must  be  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  377  were 
notified  during  the  year  under  the  Act,  and  of  these  242  were 
attended  by  midwives,  and  135  by  medical  men. 

Taking  the  number  of  still  births  that  occurred  in  1921  as 
392,  it  is  equal  to  5.2  per  cent,  of  the  total  births.  In  1920  there 
were  41  1  still  births,  equal  to  5.0  per  cent.

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  County  Borough  during 
the  year  1921  was  3,714.  This  gives  a  death  rate  of  15.1  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  Of  the  total  deaths  852  occurred  in 
public  institutions  in  the  district.  If  the  deaths  of  non-residents 
which  occurred  in  the  district  be  excluded,  and  the  deaths  of  residents 
which  occurred  beyond  the  district  be  included,  the  nett  deaths 
belonging  to  the  district  is  3,647  (1,970  males  and  1,677  females), 
and  the  death  rate  14.8  per  1,000. 

The  death  rate  for  the  96  great  towns  of  England  and  Wales 
was  1  2.3  per  1,000,  and  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  12.1. 
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The  death  rate  of  14.8  per  1,000  was  2.0  higher  than  that  for 
1  920. 

The  death  rate  for  the  96  great  towns  of  England  and  Wales 
was  0.2  lower  in  1921  than  1920. 


The  birth  rate  is  lowest  in  the  Stoke-upon-Trent  District  and 
highest  in  the  Tunstall  District,  while  the  death  rate  is  lowest  in 
Fenton,  and  highest  in  Hanley.

The  Haywood  Hos¬ 
pital  has  35  beds  for  In-Patients,  and  an  Out-Patient  Department. 
The  Longton  Cottage  Hospital  has  42  beds  for  In-Patients,  and  an 
Out-Patient  Department. 

There  is  also  a  Special  Institution  in  connection  with  the  North 
Staffordshire  Cripples’  Aid  Society  for  dealing  with  Orthopaedic 
cases,  including  surgical  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  are  in  the  Borough  44,301  water  closets,  but  of  these 
there  are  approximately  13,801  which  have  no  flushing  system 
attached.  There  are  907  pail  closets  and  about  2,635  cesspit  closets 
or  privies.

The  average  number  of  teams  employed  by  the  Corporation 
during  the  year  1921  was  59.  Of  these  21  were  hired,  and  38 
owned  by  the  Corporation.  The  number  of  teams  owned  by  the 
Corporation  has  gradually  been  increased.  These  teams  are  exclusive 
of  two  motor  vehicles. 

Towards  the  middle  of  April  the  coal  strike  began  to  show  its 
effects  in  a  greatly  increased  amount  of  ashes  caused  by  the  use  of 
inferior  coal.  In  order  to  deal  with  the  extra  refuse  24  extra 
teams  and  a  Ford  One  Ton  Motor  were  employed. 

During  May  we  were  compelled  to  resort  to  the  use  of  tips  in 
the  various  parts  of  the  Borough,  the  Destructors  being  quite  unable 
to  deal  with  the  extra  refuse. 

By  the  end  of  August  the  extra  refuse  caused  by  the  coal  strike 
had  been  practically  cleared  away  and  the  number  of  teams  employed 
considerably  reduced. 

The  Two  Ton  Napier  Wagon  and  the  One  Ton  Ford  have  been 
proved  to  be  both  economical  and  very  useful  in  the  outer  parts  of 
the  Borough. 

The  tips  brought  into  service  during  the  coal  strike  in  almost 
•every  instance  took  fire  and  caused  considerable  nuisance,  but 
fortunately  none  were  very  near  to  any  dwellinghouse  and  no  com¬ 
plaints  were  received  except  in  the  case  of  the  Cottage  Tip,  Chatterley 
Road.  The  nuisance  which  arises  from  tipping  house  refuse  could 
not  be  better  demonstrated  than  was  shown  during  the  summer  of 
1921.

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SALVAGE. 

Waste  Paper. 

During  the  year  a  large  amount  of  waste  paper  has  been 
destroyed  by  fire.  Throughout  the  year,  the  market  value  of  good 
quality  paper  very  rarely  exceeded  One  Pound  per  Ton,  and  very 
often  went  as  low  as  io/-  per  ton,  while  inferior  grades  such  as 
cardboard,  etc.,  were  absolutely  unsaleable. 

The  amount  sold  during  the  year  was  36  tons. 

Scrap  Iron. 

One  hundred  and  forty  four  tons  of  scrap  iron  were  sold 
during  the  year.  The  value  of  the  material  was  very  low  indeed, 
ranging  from  15/-  per  ton  to  30/-.  This  price  of  course  is  not 
profitable,  but  were  the  material  not  disposed  of  in  this  manner, 
expense  would  be  entailed  in  carting  it  away  to  the  tip,  resulting 
in  no  income  from  it  whatsoever,  though  we  are  compelled  to  dispose 
of  the  stuff. 


Waste  Eliminator  Plant. 

This  plant  has  been  kept  working  all  the  year.  The  sales  have 
been  fairly  good  and  the  prices  of  the  products  have  been  reduced 
to  meet  competition.

During  the  year,  2,529  complaints  were  received  and  investi¬ 
gated,  1,212  at  the  office,  and  1,317  by  the  District  Inspectors.

Overcrowding. 


Complaints  were  received  with  regard  to  52  cases  of  over¬ 
crowding.  These  were  investigated  and  30  of  the  complaints  were 
unfounded  and  in  22  instances' the  fact  of  overcrowding  was  estab¬ 
lished.  In  1  8  of  these  the  overcrowding  was  subsequently  remedied. 
It  has  not  been  found  possible  to  deal  with  overcrowding  in  any 
comprehensive  way  on  account  of  the  great  shortage  of  houses  and 
the  increasing  difficulty  of  getting  accommodation. 

Out  of  1,000  consecutive  houses  visited,  307  were  found  to 
contain  two  or  more  families;  in  109  cases  there  was  more  than  an 
average  of  two  persons  per  room.

The  Council  contributed  £2  Per  conversion  towards  the  cost 
of  voluntary  conversions  of  32  privies,  1  Rochdale  pan  and  4  waste 
water  closets,  and  a  contribution  of  30/-  towards  the  cost  of  the 
provision  of  12  cisterns  and  water  supply  to  12  hand  flushed  closets.

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Conversion  of  Privies. 

Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act  1907. 

During  the  year  the  work  of  converting  privies  into  water  closets 
has  continued  in  Longton  and  proceeded  with  in  Fenton.  The 
number  of  conversions  completed  under  this  scheme  by  the  end  of 
the  year  was  645,  and  54  were  in  progress.

Ashbins. 

During  the  year  2,190  notices  were  served  on  owners  requiring 
them  to  provide  sufficient  ashes  accommodation.  In  many  cases, 
on  the  expiration  of  the  time  stated  in  the  notices,  it  was  found  that 
bins  had  not  been  provided.  The  Corporation  delivered  them  and 
afterwards  the  owners  were  charged  with  the  cost.

Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  in  the  area:  —

Two  Skin  Markets; 

Several  Bone-Burning  Works; 

Several  Marine  Stores,  Tripe  Boilers,  and  Gut  Scrapers; 
One  Fat  Melter ; 

A  large  number  of  Fish  Fryers. 
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A  list  of  Offensive  Trades  has  been  scheduled  by  the  Authority 
and  Byelaws  are  in  force  for  their  control. 

The  list  of  Scheduled  Trades  is  as  follows: — Fish  friers, 
Potato  friers;  Dealers  in  rags,  bones,  fat,  animal  skins  or  other  like 
matter  in  an  offensive  condition;  manure  manufacturers;  brick 
burners,  gut  scrapers,  bone  burners,  tanners,  leather  dressers,  fat 
melters  or  fat  extractors,  glue  makers,  size  makers  (except  Potters’ 
sizes),  and  blood  driers. 

Knacker’s  Yards. 

There  are  now  two  knacker’s  yards  in  the  Borough ;  they  have 
been  visited  regularly  during  the  year  and  found  in  order  on  each 
visit.  No  complaints  have  been  received  in  reference  to  them. 

Skin  Yards. 

There  are  two  skin  yards  in  the  Borough,  one  at  Cross  Street, 
Stoke,  and  one  at  Mollart  Street,  Hanley. 

Three  complaints  were  received  during  the  year,  and  on 
investigation  it  was  found  that  the  source  of  the  nuisance,  if  any, 
had  been  removed. 

Gut  Scraping. 

There  are  four  premises  specially  used  for  gut  scraping  in  the 
Borough.  Three  are  connected  with  private  slaughter-houses  and 
occupied  by  wholesale  butchers.  In  each  case  the  premises  are 
kept  very  clean  and  on  no  occasion  has  there  been  any  cause  for 
complaint  on  inspection.  Most  of  the  butchers  who  have  private 
slaughter-houses  clean  the  guts  from  animals  slaughtered  on  their 
own  premises. 

Fat  Melting. 

This  is  carried  out  on  a  large  scale  at  the  public  abattoirs. 
Up-to-date  machinery  has  been  installed  and  no  complaints  have 
been  received  of  any  nuisance  arising. 

Tripe  Cleaning. 

There  are  many  tripe  shops  in  the  Borough,  but  in  most  cases 
the  tripe  is  bought  ready  cleaned.  The  greater  part  of  the  tripe 
cleaned  in  the  Borough  is  dealt  with  at  four  establishments.  The 
premises  on  various  visits  have  been  found  clean  and  in  order. 

Marine  Stores. 

There  are  24  Marine  Stores,  and  lead,  metal,  rags,  bones 
and  bottles  are  the  chief  materials  dealt  with. 

Fried  Fish  Shops. 

During  the  year  in  fifteen  instances  permission  has  been  given 
for  premises  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  fish  frying.  483  visits 
have  been  made  to  the  premises  used  for  this  purpose.  302  defects 
were  found  and  dealt  with.  The  condition  of  the  utensils,  pans, 
etc.,  was  generally  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  1 2  common  lodging-houses  in  the  County  Borough 
of  Stoke-on-Trent,  compared  with  13  in  1920.  During  the  year 
468  inspections  of  common  lodging-houses  were  made — 446  by 
day,  and  22  by  night.  Forty-six  notices  were  served  for  the 
rectifying  of  minor  offences,  which  were  all  complied  with. 

The  1 2  lodging-houses  were  registered  for  the  accommodation 
of  381  persons  per  night.  There  were,  according  to  the  returns 
sent  in,  82,618  persons  accommodated  during  the  year,  as  compared 
with  85,805  in  1920. 

The  premises  are  in  the  majority  of  cases  old  houses  which  have 
been  adapted  for  the  purpose  and  one  or  two  of  the  buildings  are 
in  a  very  poor  condition. 

Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 

There  are  now  on  the  register  119  houses.  Four  hundred  and 
seventy-nine  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year.  Thirty- 
four  defects  were  found,  these  have  since  been  attended  to. 


Smoke  Nuisance. 

During  the  year,  184  timed  observations  of  half-an-hour  each 
have  been  taken,  as  compared  with  152  in  the  previous  year. 

Six  complaints  have  been  received  and  investigated,  and  74 
Notices  have  been  served  for  the  abatement  of  smoke  nuisances. 

A  considerable  amount  of  money  has  been  spent  during  the 
year  by  various  firms  in  improving  their  boiler  plants,  which  has 
increased  the  efficiency  of  each  plant  and  minimised  the  smoke 
nuisance. 


Some  manufacturers  are  now  becoming  more  interested  in 
fuel  economy,  and  are  taking  steps  to  obtain  a  higher  efficiency  from 
their  boiler  at  the  lowest  cost. 


There  is  no  doubt  that  with  improved  design  of  furnaces  and 
more  intelligent  firing,  the  smoke  nuisance  can  be  very  much  reduced. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  9  long  period  or  continuous  observations 
have  been  taken  during  the  firing  of  ovens  and  kilns,  and  I  append 
herewith  a  few  particulars  on  such  observations:  —

Methods  used:— 

Bird  Lime.  Splendid  results  have  been  obtained  from  bird 
lime  in  shops,  private  houses  and  warehouses.  With  care  a  tray 
will  last  for  three  or  four  months,  it  should  be  slightly  heated  once 
a  week.  It  is  not  suitable  for  use  in  China  and  Earthenware 
Factories  on  account  of  the  dust  and  heat. 
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Hunting  with  dogs  and  ferrets.  Ferretting  has  been 
found  to  be  the  best  method  for  open  spaces  or  in  buildings  where 
there  is  plenty  of  room  for  dogs  to  kill. 

POISONS.  Phosphorus  poisons  have  given  splendid  results 
when  not  used  more  than  once  a  month. 

Barium  Carbonate.  Best  white  barium  has  given  very  good 
results  when  mixed  with  lard  and  oatmeal  and  spread  on  fresh 
bread,  cut  up  in  small  pieces. 

Liquid  Squills.  This  has  given  good  results  when  used  in 
conjunction  with  phosphorus  and  barium  poisons.  Bread  soaked 
in  equal  parts  of  fresh  milk  and  squills,  dried  off,  and  put  down 
in  runs  has  been  found  a  useful  method. 

Schools. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  not  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

The  schools  were  inspected  four  times  during  the  year  in 
relation  to  sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply.  Lists  of  the  defects 
found  were  sent  on  to  the  Education  Authority ;  they  are  being  dealt 
with. 

School  Closure. 

One  school  was  closed  on  account  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  the 

year. 

Milk  Supply. 

Milkshops  and  Purveyors  of  Milk. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  number  of  purveyors  of 
milk  registered  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order,

These  premises  are  usually  kept  in  a  cleanly  state,  and  much 
improvement  has  been  noticed  in  recent  years  in  the  methods  of 
storing  and  handling  the  milk.  Such  points  as  the  covering  of 
the  milk  receptacles  and  keeping  them  in  specially  prepared  cup¬ 
boards  away  from  flies  and  dust  receive  special  attention. 

Cowsheds. 

The  number  of  cowsheds  on  the  register  is  74  Visits  paid 
379.  The  number  of  dairies  on  the  register  is  73.  Visits  paid  87. 

All  the  sheds  have  been  lime-washed  at  least  twice  during  the 
past  year,  and  more  often  in  a  number  of  cases. 

The  approximate  number  of  cows  throughout  the  district  is 
470,  as  compared  with  485  in  the  previous  year. 

A  higher  standard  of  cleanliness  should  be  adopted. 

The  dairies  in  connection  with  the  farms  and  cowsheds  are 
as  a  rule,  kept  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

Two  hundred  and  ninety-six  samples  of  milk  were  taken 
during  the  year  and  19  were  proved  to  be  not  genuine  on  analysis. 
Four  samples  contained  preservative. 

No  specimens  of  milk  were  taken  for  examination  for  the 
presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli.

Canal  Boats. 

During  the  year  1,324  Canal  Boats  have  been  inspected  in 
this  district.  On  the  whole  they  were  found  to  be  clean,  well 
ventilated,  and  in  a  good  state  of  repair. 

The  accommodation  provided  on  these  1,324  canal  boats  was 
as  follows :  — 

4,036  persons,  being  an  average  of  3.04  per  boat.  The 
number  of  persons  in  occupation  was:— 3,646,  viz.:  males,  ir6i6; 
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females,  1,085;  children,  945;  being  44.3  per  cent,  males;  29.7 
per  cent,  females;  25.9  per  cent,  children;  or  an  average  of  2.75 
persons  in  occupation  per  boat ;  but,  if  we  count  two  children  as 
one  adult,  it  reduces  the  average  in  occupation  to  2.39. 

Of  the  945  children  on  board,  there  were  468,  or  12.83  Per 
cent,  over  5  years,  and  therefore  of  school  age,  502,  or  13.7  per 
cent,  were  boys  and  443,  or  12.1  per  cent,  were  girls.

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  diseases  which  at  present  have 
to  be  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  JTealth : — Scarlet  Fever, 
Diphtheria,  Membraneous  Croup,  Typhoid  Fever  (Enteric  and  Para¬ 
typhoid  Fever),  Puerperal  Fever,  Cholera,  Erysipelas,  Smallpox, 
Typhus  Fever,  Relapsing  Fever,  Continued  Fever,  Plague,  Cerebro- 
Spinal  Fever,  Acute  Poliomyelitis,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  Other 
forms  of  Tuberculosis,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  Malaria,  Dysentery, 
Trench  Fever,  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia,  Acute  Influenzal  Pneumonia, 
Acute  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  Acute  Polio-Encephalitis,  and  Chicken- 
pox,  for  a  period  of  six  months  ending  April  30th,  and  again  from 
October  10th  for  a  further  period  of  six  months.

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The  disease  was  less  prevalent  during  the  year  than  for  the 
previous  two  years. 

The  attack  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  the  various 
districts  was  as  follows: — Burslem,  3.96;  Fenton,  2.16;  Hanley, 
1.80;  Longton,  3.91  ;  Stoke,  2.04;  Tunstall,  2.14.  Shownig  that 
the  disease  was  most  prevalent  in  Burslem  and  Longton. 

The  percentage  of  removals  to  the  Hospital  was  91.3,  as 
compared  with  86.3  for  the  previous  year. 

The  mortality  rate  in  the  district  during  1921  was  0.08.  The 
mortality  rate  for  the  disease  in  England  and  Wales  was  0.03  per 
1,000  of  the  population,  and  in  the  96  great  towns  0.04  per  1,000. 

All  cases  are  promptly  visited  on  notification,  and  removal  to 
Hospital  urged  where  there  are  not  means  of  isolating  the  patients. 
Disinfection  is  carried  out  promptly  and  thoroughly.  The  head 
teachers  of  the  elementary  schools  are  advised  of  the  occurrence  of 
Scarlet  Fever  among  the  scholars,  or  in  the  families  of  the  scholars, 
and  such  scholars  are  excluded  from  school  until  the  expiration  of 
the  time  advised  in  the  memorandum  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  and  the  Board  of  Education.  Every  case  is  kept  under  super¬ 
vision  until  disinfection  is  completed.  It  is  understood  that  all 
information  transmitted  from  this  Department  is  promptly  sent  on 
to  the  School  Medical  Officer.  Generally,  in  dealing  with  infectious 
disease,  there  is  close  co-operation  between  the  School  Medical 
Department  and  the  Health  Department. 

Leaflets  containing  instructions  for  preventing  the  spread  of 
the  disease,  and  extracts  from  the  Acts  of  Parliament  relating  to 
infectious  diseases,  are  left  at  each  infected  house. 

The  case  fatality  for  the  year  was  2. 1  per  cent.,  compared 
with  3.7  in  1920. 

In  no  case  was  the  outbreak  of  the  disease  attributable  to 
anything  other  than  personal  contact.

The  attack  rate  per  i,ooo  of  the  population  for  the  various 
districts  was  as  follows: — Burslem,  1.12;  Fenton,  1.13;  Hanley, 
1. 91;  Longton,  0.61;  Stoke,  1.47;  Tunstall,  0.38.  Showing  that 
the  disease  was  least  prevalent  at  Longton  and  Tunstall,  but  was 
most  prevalent  in  Stoke  and  Hanley. 

The  death  rate  from  Diphtheria  in  the  County  Borough  was 
0.07,  compared  to  0.15  in  the  96  great  towns,  and  0.12  in  England 
and  Wales. 

Personal  contact  has  again  seemed  to  play  the  chief  part  in 
the  spread  of  the  disease. 

No  schools  were  closed  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  the 
disease  among  the  scholars. 

All  cases  are  promptly  visited  on  notification,  and  removal  to 
hospital  carried  out  where  isolation  is  not  up  to  a  fair  standard,  and 
also  in  cases  of  serious  illness  or  where  tracheotomy  is  required.  The 
County  Borough  provides  means  for  carrying  out  promptly  bacterio¬ 
logical  examinations.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  gratuitous 
supply  of  anti-toxin  at  any  time,  day  or  night,  to  medical  men  on 
demand,  and  a  fee  is  paid  for  its  use,  both  for  purposes  of  treatment 
and  prevention.  Disinfection  is  carried  out  promptly  and  thoroughly. 
The  head  teachers  of  schools  are  kept  regularly  informed  of  the 
occurrence  of  cases  among  the  school  children  and  contacts,  and 
they  are  dealt  with  according  to  the  Memorandum  .  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  and  the  Board  of  Education.  The  head  teachers 
are  informed  in  all  cases  as  to  the  date  on  which  patients  and 
contacts  may  return  to  school.  Leaflets  containing  instructions  for 
preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease,  and  extracts  from  the  Acts  of 
Parliament  relating  to  infectious  diseases,  are  left  with  the  house¬ 
holder  in  each  case. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  swabs  from  suspected  cases  is 
made  free  of  charge  to  medical  men.  In  1921,  282  examinations 
were  made,  with  a  positive  result  in  50  cases;  in  1920,  105 

examinations  were  made,  with  positive  results  in  20  cases. 

During  the  year  58  patients  were  injected  with  anti-toxin  at 
their  homes  by  their  medical  attendants.  The  amount  of  serum  used 
in  each  case  averaged  2,603  units.

39  contacts  were  injected  for  preventive  purposes,  the  amount 
of  serum  used  averged  730  units  in  each  case. 

The  cost  to  the  Corporation  was  £9  4s.  od.  paid  to  medical 
men  for  injecting  serum,  and  ^43  3s.  3d.  paid  to  chemists  for 
the  supply  of  the  serum.

Of  the  cases  in  Longton,  8  occurred  in  two  houses  and  were 
traceable  to  watercress.  The  occurrence  of  cases  of  Enteric  Fever 
in  Hanley  is  being  investigated. 

The  death  rate  from  Enteric  Fever  in  the  96  great  towns 
during  the  year  1921  was  0.01  per  1,000.  In  England  and  Wales 
0.02.  In  Stoke-on-Trent  it  was  0.02. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  by  the  Corporation 
Bacteriologist  in  8  instances,  with  one  positive  result.  In  1920, 

13  examinations  were  made,  with  one  positive  result. 

Erysipelas. 

There  were  146  cases  notified  during  the  year.  There  were 

14  deaths  from  this  disease.  Last  year  159  cases  were  notified 
with  9  deaths.  Six  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Enquiries  are  made  into  these  cases  and  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  houses  attended  to. 
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Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. 

Seven  cases  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  were  notified  during  the 
year,  three  of  whom  died.

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Malaria,  Dysentery  and  Trench  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  of  these  diseases  notified  were  as  follows : 
Malaria,  8;  Dysentery,  2;  Trench  Fever,  i.  All  the  cases  occurred 
in  men  who  had  been  abroad  serving  in  the  Army,  and  in  no  case 
had  the  disease  developed  among  the  civilian  population. 

Influenza. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was:  —  Influenzal 
Pneumonia,  89;  and  Pneumonia  and  Broncho  Pneumonia,  506. 

The  number  of  deaths  was:  Influenza,  87,  being  equal  to  a  rate  of 

0.35  per  1,000  of  population;  and  Pneumonia  and  Broncho  Pneu¬ 
monia,  263,  being  equal  to  a  rate  of  1.07  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

A  serious  outbreak  of  Influenza  occurred  in  December  and 
continued  until  the  second  week  in  February,  1922.  A  large  number 
of  cases  occurred,  and  83  cases  of  Influenzal  Pneumonia,  Acute 
Pneumonia  and  Broncho  Pneumonia  were  notified  during  the  last 
week  in  the  year.  The  disease  was,  on  the  whole,  milder  than  during 

the  epidemics  of  1918  and  1919,  and  it  did  not  prove  necessary  to 

provide  hospital  accommodation,  but  some  assistance  was  given  in 
the  way  of  home  nursing. 


Disinfection. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  at  one  Central  Station  where  there 
are  two  Washington-Lyons  Steam  Disinfectors  with  a  constant  supply 
of  steam.  There  are  employed  in  this  work  five  men  with  a  motor 
van  with  two  bodies,  and  a  horse  van  for  use  when  necessary. 

The  method  of  disinfection  adopted  is  as  follows: — all  bedding, 
clothing,  etc.  which  has  been  exposed  to  infection  is  removed  for 
disinfection  at  the  Station  after  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  (in¬ 
cluding  Tuberculosis),  excepting  Measles.  The  surfaces  of  infected 
rooms  are  sprayed  with  a  solution  of  Izal  at  a  strength  of  1  in  20, 
or  fumigated  by  means  of  formalin  lamps. 

The  total  number  of  houses  disinfected  during  the  year  was 
1,558,  and  the  number  of  rooms  in  such  houses,  1,885.  Some  39 
rooms  in  two  schools  were  sprayed.  The  number  of  articles  passed 
through  the  Disinfector  totalled  15,710.  12  Police  Cells,  107  Books 

and  1  Cab  were  disinfected  during  the  year. 

Respiratory  Diseases. 

During  the  year  1921  there  were  727  deaths  from  Respiratory 
Diseases,  giving  a  death  rate  of  2.54  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
as  compared  with  4.02  for  the  year  1919. 
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The  distribution  of  these  deaths  is  shown  in  the  following  table :

The  death  rate  from  Bronchitis  in  the  County  Borough  was 
1.75  per  1,000  of  the  population.  There  were  430  deaths  from  this 
disease,  as  against  365  last  year.  The  rate  for  1920  was  2.54. 

The  death  rate  from  Pneumonia  was  1.07  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  The  rate  for  1920  was  0.90. 

Alcoholism. 

Alcoholism  caused  17  deaths  during  1921,  1 6  of  these  being 
certified  as  due  to  Cirrhosis  of  the  Liver.  In  1920  there  were  13 
deaths  due  to  Alcoholism. 

Lead  Poisoning. 

This  is  an  affection  which  is  associated  with  pottery  manu¬ 
facture.  Through  careful  supervision,  and  under  the  Special  Rules 
of  the  Home  Office,  lead  poisoning  has  diminished.  There  was 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  in  1910  and  19 11,  but  the 
number  diminished  in  1913,  and  was  considerably  lower  in  1914, 
1915,  1916,  1917  and  1918.  The  years  1919,  1920  and  1921  show 
an  increase. 

According  to  the  Report  of  the  Departmental  Committee  there 
were  engaged  in  1907,  as  lead  workers  under  the  Earthenware  and 
China  Rules  in  North  Staffordshire,  5,299  persons  (3,371  males 
and  1,928  females).  In  1 906  there  were  8  5  cases  of  lead  poisoning ; 
in  1907,  82  cases;  in  1908,  91  cases;  in  1909,  49  cases;  in  1910, 

63  cases;  in  1911,  78  cases;  in  1912,  74  cases;  in  1913,  5  5  cases ; 

in  1914,  23  cases;  in  1915,  22  cases;  in  1916,  21  cases;  in  1917, 

16  cases;  in  1918,  8  cases;  in  1919,  25  cases;  in  1920,  32  cases, 

and.  in  1921,  34.

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Out  of  the  292  deaths  from  Phthisis  during  the  year,  64  had 
not  been  notified,  a  percentage  of  21.9.  There  were  74  deaths  from 
other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  and  25  of  these  had  not  been  notified, 
a  percentage  of  33.7. 

There  were  292  deaths  from  Phthisis  during  the  year,  giving 

a  death  rate  of  1.18  per  1,000;  in  1920  there  were  260  death's 

and  a  death  rate  of  1.04  per  1,000.  In  England  and  Wales,  in 
1919  the  death  rate  was  1.18  per  1,000. 

The  average  death  rate  from  Phthisis  for  England  and  Wales 
for  1912 — 1914  was  1.03  per  1,000  of  the  population;  for  1915 
it  was  1. 16  per  1,000;  for  1916,  1.18;  for  1917,  1.25;  1918, 
i-34,  1919,  1. 18. 

Sixty-eight  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  15  to  2  5,  and 

1  1 5  in  persons  between  the  ages  of  25  and  65  years. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty-six  Bacteriological  Examinations  were 
made  in  1921,  and  tubercle  bacilli  were  found  in  59  of  the  specimens 
submitted. 

During  the  year  763  visits  were  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors 
to  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  and  2,882  by  the  Tuberculosis  Nurses. 
The  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officers  was  301. 

There  were  74  deaths  in  the  year  from  forms  of  Tuberculosis 
other  than  Phthisis,  this  being  equal  to  a  rate  of  0.30  per  1,000  of 
the  population. 

The  total  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  including 
Phthisis,  was  1.48  per  1,000.  The  deaths  from  Phthisis  were  equal 
to  8.03  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths  in  the  County  Borough,  and  the 
total  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  were  equal  to  10.03 
per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths.  For  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole 
the  corresponding  figures  were  in  1919,  7.3  per  cent,  and  9.2  per 
cent. 

Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

There  were  96  cases  notified  of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis, 
and  74  deaths,  giving  a  rate  of  0.30  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
Of  these  deaths  22  occurred  in  children  under  one  year  of  age, 
and  13  among  children  between  one  year  and  five  years.

Cheshire  Joint  Scheme. 

The  County  Borough  has  Joined  with  the  County  of  Chester 
and  County  Boroughs  of  Cheshire  in  a  formation  of  a  Joint  Board 
for  the  erection  of  a  Sanatorium.  The  Sanatorium  will  consist  of 
240  beds,  the  number  to  be  allocated  to  the  County  Borough  being 
48. 

Provision  of  Sleeping  Shelters  for  Consumption. 

Sleeping  Shelters  are  provided  by  the  Corporation  for  the  use 
of  consumptive  patients  at  their  own  homes  if  the  surroundings  are 
suitable. 


After-Care. 

A  Voluntary  After-Care  Committee,  consisting  of  members  from 
the  Insurance  Committee,  the  Corporation,  the  Board  of  Guardians, 
and  other  organisations,  is  doing  good  work  in  looking  after  the 
needs  of  those  requiring  assistance.  Milk  and  clothing  have  been 
supplied  to  many  cases,  and  several  persons  referred  to  other  bodies 
for  help. 

Surgical  Tuberculosis. 

The  Corporation  have  arranged  with  the  North  Stafford 
Cripples’  Aid  Society  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Surgical  Tuber¬ 
culosis  at  their  Institution  in  the  Borough. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  the  Institution  is  the  Surgical  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Officer  of  the  Corporation.  During  the  year  an  average 
of  7.6  patients  were  in  daily  residence  at  the  Institution  at  Hartshill. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

A  clinic  was  established  at  the  North  Staffordshire  Infirmary, 
and  work  was  commenced  there  on  November  1st,  1918.  The 
clinics  are  held  four  times  weekly,  twice  for  men  and  twice  for 
women.  The  total  cost  to  the  Borough  was  ,£1,493  during  the  year 
1921,  75  per  cent,  of  which  will  be  refunded  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  Two  Medical  men  are  in  attendance  at  each  clinic.  The 
hours  of  the  Clinics  are:  —

Friday,  5  to  7  p.m. 

For  women: — Wednesday,  5  to  7  p.m. 

Saturday,  1  2  noon  to  2  p.m.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Midwives’  Acts,  1902  and  1918. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  carried  out  under 
the  Midwives’  Acts:  — 

Eighty-six  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practice  in  the 
County  Borough  of  Stoke-on-Trent  during  the  year  1921;  sixteen  of 
these  lived  outside  the  Borough,  and  most  of  their  work  is  done  in 
the  surrounding  districts ;  thirty-one  of  the  midiwives  practising 
in  the  Borough  are  trained,  and  possess  the  certificate  of  the  Central 
Midwives’  Board. 


During  the  year  one  midwife  died;  two  ceased  practice,  one 
left  the  district;  two  had  their  names  removed  from  the  Roll  of  the 
Central  Midwives’  Board,  and  five  additional  midwives  notified 
their  intention  to  practice. 

Of  the  Midwives  living  in  the  district  25  per  cent,  are  unable 
to  keep  records  of  the  pulse  and  temperature  of  the  patients  during 
the  lying-in  period;  4  per  cent,  keep  records  of  temperature  only. 

The  Public  Health  Authority  does  not  subsidise  any  midwives 
in  the  area.  '

During  the  year  one  midwife  reported  having  laid  out  a  dead 
body. 

One  midwife  was  reported  to  the  Central  Midwives’  Board  for 
failing  to  notify  a  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorium. 
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The  Local  Supervising  Authority  were  asked  to  report  again  at 
the  end  of  three  and  six  months  respectively. 

Under  the  Midwives’  Act,  1918,  claims  were  made  by  Doctors 
for  the  payment  of  fees  in  136  cases  out  of  762  instances  in  which 
medical  aid  was  called  in.  The  Local  Supervising  Authority  has 
recovered  the  whole  of  the  fees  in  2  cases;  in  98  cases  a  portion 
or  the  whole  of  the  fee  is  being  collected  in  instalments  by  the  aid 
of  the  Health  Visitors,  and  in  35  cases  fees  have  been  remitted, 
1  case  was  referred  to  the  Borough  Treasurer  for  collection.  The 
136  claims  amounted  to  ^243  19s.  od. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one 
year  was  959,  being  equal  to  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  134  per 
1,000  births.  In  1920  it  was  98;  in  1919  it  was  111;  in  1918 
it  was  iii;  and  in  1917  it  was  1  1 6. 

Previous  to  1917  Stoke-on-Trent  was  amongst  the  three  or 
four  towns  with  the  highest  infantile  mortality.  In  1918  it  was 
26th  from  the  top;  in  1919,  1 6th ;  in  1920,  25th.  In  1921  the 
rate  was  the  highest  amongst  the  96  large  towns. 

During  the  ten  years  1 91  1- 1920,  the  infantile  mortality  rate 
for  the  County  Borough  averaged  137.  During  1921,  1920,  and 
1919  the  rates  for  the  six  districts  were:  —

22.2  per  cent,  of  the  infants  died  between  the  ages  of  one 
and  three  months;  18.9  per  cent,  between  the  ages  of  three  and 
six  months;  14.6  per  cent,  between  the  ages  of  six  and  nine 
months;  and  9.2  per  cent,  between  the  ages  of  nine  and  twelve 

months. 

This  year  35.0  per  cent,  of  the  infant  deaths  occurred  in 
children  under  one  month  old,  compared  to  44.2  per  cent,  in  1920. 

In  the  following  list  the  relation  of  certain  diseases  to  the 
infantile  mortality  of  the  district  is  shown.  Enteritis  and  Diarrhoea 
accounted  for  282  deaths;  Premature  Birth,  163;  Convulsions, 
47;  Bronchitis,  68;  Tuberculosis  Diseases,  23;  Pneumonia,  64; 
Atrophy  and  Debility,  125;  Congenital  defects,  64. 

Five  deaths  were  attributed  to  overlying,  as  against  4  last  year.

General  Condition  of  the  Children. 

There  has  been  a  great  improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of  the 
children. 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  year  there  was  a  noticable  falling 
off  in  the  nutrition  and  general  condition  of  many  of  the  children, 
especially  the  older  ones  attending  the  Centres.  A  considerable 
quantity  of  Dried  Milk  has  been  given  away  to  many  of  the  necessit¬ 
ous  cases  during  the  year.  For  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1922, 
^3,316  worth  of  milk  was  used,  ^2,394  worth  was  sold,  and  the  rest 
given  free. 

Ladies’  Voluntary  Committees. 

The  Ladies’  Voluntary  Committees  at  Burslem  and  Longton  have 
again  given  their  kind  assistance  during  the  year,  and  have  done 
much  valuable  work  in  assisting  with  the  clothing  and  with  the 
distribution  of  Dried  Milk  and  Virol. 
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Lectures. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  lectures  and  talks  on  mother- 
craft  at  the  various  Centres,  and  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
the  following  syllabus  was  put  into  use:  —

7.  The  Baby’s  Diet  when  Weaning. 

The  time  to  wean. 

8.  The  Baby’s  Shortening  Clothes. 

9.  Infant  Ailments. 

Simple  home  remedies  and  precautions. 

10.  Milk  and  the  way  to  take  care  of  it. 

11.  The  Expectant  Mother. 

Her  needs.  The  needs  of  the  child. 

12.  Preparation  for  Confinement. 

When  the  mother  should  consult  a  Doctor,  etc. 

Lectures  in  Cookery  and  Needlework. 

Lectures  in  cookery  and  needlework  have  been  given  at  all  the 
Centres  by  the  Lecturers  provided  by  the  Education  Committee. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics. 

During  the  year  301  expectant  mothers  attended  the  Ante- 
Natal  Clinics  held  at  Richmond  Lodge,  Shelton,  the  Wesleyan 
Schools,  Swan  Bank,  Burslem,  and  St.  John’s  Schools,  Longton. 

The  Clinics  at  Shelton  are  held  on  Tuesday  morning  and  Wed¬ 
nesday  evenings;  at  Burslem  on  Thursday  morning;  and  at  Longton 
on  Friday  evening.

A  large  number  of  the  cases  have  been  sent  by  the  midwives  of 
the  district,  and  it  is  hoped  that  there  will  bo  still  yet  greater  co- 
operation  in  this  direction. 

A  great  many  of  the  women  were  suffering  from  some  ailment, 
and  an  unduly  large  number  were  found  to  be  anaemic  and  badly 
nourished:  a  result  probably  of  the  coal  strike  and  the  long  period 
of  unemployment  during  the  year. 
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On  examination  five  women  were  found  to  be  not  pregnant — 
three  cases  were  referred  to  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  eight  were 
referred  to  the  North  Staffordshire  Infirmary  and  other  Institutions, 
and  seventeen  women  to  their  own  doctors. 

The  need  for  a  Maternity  Hospital  in  the  district  is  an  urgent 

one.

1,951  free  dinners  were  provided  for  expectant  mothers  and 
56  were  allowed  free  milk. 

Eighteen  of  the  mothers  had  had  1  8  7  pregnancies  between  them 
with  a  history  of  73  deaths  and  still-births. 

The  work  of  the  Ante- Natal  Clinics,  although  as  yet  very 
limited  in  extent,  has  had  encouraging  results. 

The  babies  of  mothers  who  have  attended  the  Ante- Natal 
Clinics,  are  found  to  be  exceptionally  fine  ones.  Their  weights  are 
about  1  lb.  more  than  that  of  the  average  infant  at  birth. 

It  is  interesting  to  record  the  two  following  cases  of  mothers 
who  had  suffered  from  lead  poisoning — one  who  had  had  lead  poison¬ 
ing  nine  years  ago  was  allowed  free  dinners  during  pregnancy  and 
had  a  healthy  infant  weighing  io|  lbs.  at  birth. 

In  the  second  case  the  mother  suffered  from  lead  poisoning  7 
years  previously.  She  was  allowed  free  milk  during  pregnancy;  the 
infant  weighed  9J  lbs.  at  birth  and  was  apparently  healthy. 

Simple  lectures  on  the  hygiene  of  pregnancy  have  been  given 
at  all  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  and  whilst  the  mothers  have  taken  a 
great  deal  of  interest  in  what  has  been  told  them,  one  has  too  often 
heard  the  remark  “how  have  we  the  means  to  do  any  of  the  things 
you  tell  us?’'  During  the  year  it  has  been  increasingly  difficult  for 
the  mothers  to  have  nourishing  food,  sufficient  clothing,  or  a  good 
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supply  of  fresh  air.  The  following  four  cases  are  only  too  typical 
of  many  who  attended  the  Clinics:  — 

1.  Husband  notified  Phthisis  and  has  done  no  work  for  three 
years.  Woman  badly  nourished.  Eighth  pregnancy. 

2.  Husband  disabled  soldier,  cannot  wash  or  dress  himself. 
Woman  badly  nourished.  Fifth  pregnancy. 

3.  Husband  has  done  no  work  for  eight  months.  Not 
worked  since  birth  of  last  child. 

4.  Husband  not  worked  for  twelve  months.  Woman  badly 
nourished.  Eighth  pregnancy. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  there  are  two  great  factors 
influencing  the  life  and  vitality  of  the  young  infant.  The  poorly 
nourished  woman  who  lives  in  an  overcrowded  house  without  ventila¬ 
tion,  the  woman  who  in  only  too  many  cases  is  fatigued  and  worn 
out  by  too  frequently  recurring  pregnancies  is  not  likely  to  be  able  to 
hand  down  an  inheritance  of  health  and  vigor  to  her  offspring. 

The  environment  of  the  infant  is  also  only  too  often  highly  un¬ 
satisfactory.  It  is  impossible  for  infants  to  thrive  in  an  atmosphere 
such  as  is  found  in  the  houses  at  the  present  time.  The  one  room  in 
which  the  infant  spends  all  the  day-time  hours  is  very  often  over¬ 
crowded,  all  the  cooking  operations  which  go  on,  are  carried  out  in 
this  room,  and  in  addition,  in  bad  weather,  anyway,  the  clothes,  if 
washed  at  all,  are  dried  in  this  room  also.

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  by  medical  men  and  midwives 
in  1921  was  369,  as  compared  with  388  in  1920.  In  143  instances 
the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed  by  a  medical  man,  though  noti¬ 
fications  were  received  from  midwives. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  has  been  compulsorily  notifiable 
throughout  the  whole  area  since  191  1,  226  notifications  were  received 
during  1921  from  medical  men  either  as  first  notifications  or 
confirming  midwives’  notifications.  The  total  number  of  notifi¬ 
cations  received  from  midwives  was  291.  The  369  cases  notified

Epidemic  Diarrhoea. 

During  the  year  282  deaths  occurred  from  Epidemic  Diarrhoea 
under  one  year  of  age;  30  from  1-2  years  of  age;  6  from  2-5  years 
years  of  age;  and  21  over  5  years  of  age. 

The  death  rate  under  2  years  of  age  per  1,000  births  was  43.5, 
as  compared  with  19.3  for  the  96  large  towns  and  15.5  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Temporary  hospital  accommodation  was  arranged  at  the  Stoke- 
upon-Trent  Guardians’  Institution  and  39  infants  were  treated 
there,  of  these  19  died. 

In  addition  to  this,  extra  nurses  were  provided  for  work  in  the 
homes  of  the  people. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  the  Summer  and  Autumn  was  very  hot 
and  dry,  and  the  epidemics  starting  in  July  continued  throughout 
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August  and  September,  and  into  October.  A,s  a  result  of  the  large 
number  of  deaths,  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  for  the  Borough  was 
very  considerably  raised,  the  County  Borough  having  the  highest 
Infantile  Mortality  amongst  large  towns  for  the  year.  In  addition 
to  the  outbreak  of  the  Summer  Diarrhoea,  there  was  the  unusual 
amount  of  Infective  Enteritis  during  the  Winter  of  1920- 1921.

The  total  mileage  recorded  during  the  year  was  7,839  miles 
with  a  consumption  of  78 oj  gallons  of  Benzol  which  is  equal  to 
10.04  miles  per  gallon.
